AMBASSADOR TO ITALY

APPOIWTUENT OFFERED TO EX-OV.
WOLCOTT.

Ea Been for Tears One of the Re-

publican Leaders in the

Old Bay State.

The President has tendered the appoint-
ment of ambassador to Italy to Former
Governor Roger Wolcott of Massachusetts.
The Italian government also has been
asked whether Mr. Wolcott would be ac-

ceptable to it in such a capacity, a form al-
ways observed in international relations.
So far no response has been received to

either or the inquiries. Mr. Wolcott Is sup-
posed to be in France, and the President
has communicated with him by cable, so
that an tcariy answer is expected.
Roger Wolcott, thirty-lfth governor of

Massachusetts, was born In Boston, Mass.,
July 13. 1S47. son of J. Huntington and Cor-
nelia (Frothingham) Wolcott. His father
was for many years one of the most emi-
nent merchants of Boston. The Wolcotts
have. from arly times, been singularly
prominent in public life.
Roger Wolcott, descendant of the first

Roger. obtained his early education in pri-
vate schools in Boston. and he was a grad-
uate at Harvard College in 1%370, being se-
lected by his classmates to deliver the
class-day oration. Immediately after grad-
uation at college he began the study of law
in the office of T. K. Lathrop of Boston.
and entering the Harvard Law School in
the fall of 171 was graduated LL.B. in
D74. During 1871-72 he was a tutor in the
college. In 1877 he was elected to his first
public office as a member of the common
council of Boston. and was twice re-elected.
In 1K%2. 1883 and 1884 he was elected to the
Massachusetts house of representatives. It
%as during these three years that Governor
Wolcott attracted the attention of the peo-
p!e of the commonwealth by his sturdy in-
tegrity, his close attention to the dutIes of
his offie. and his fearlessness in defending
the rights of the people and the cause of
good government. lie was elected for three
successive years a member of the common
council of Boston (1887-89).
When the Republican Club of Massachu-

setts was organized in 18.91 he was chosen
its first president. and proved most efficIent
In promoting the cause of his party by both
voice and pen. He was for several years
an overseer of Harvard University, and a
trustee of the Massachusetts General Hos-
pital. In 1*93 he was elected lieutenant
governor, and as such became chairman of
all the important committees of the execu-
tive council.
He was re-elected In 1-R95 and 1.WW. and

upon the death of Governor Frederic T.
Greenha!ge. March 5. 1-Y. assumed the
dutles and responsibilities of the office with
the title of acting governor. Before the ex-
piration of his term. however, he had so
ably discharged every duty as to be the
unanimous choice of his party for governor,
and was elected by the largest plurality
ever given to a candidate for that office.
The following year he was re-elected by a
correspondingly large vote. Both as acting
governor and governor. Roger Wolcott gaveabundant evidence of his fitness to occupythe chair, and he possesses in a great de-
gree the confidence and esteem of the peo-ple of the commonwealth. Governor Wol-
cott Is a member of the Massach-usetts His-
torical Society. He was married, in 1874,
to Edith Prescott. a granddaughter of Wil-
liam H. Prescott. the hIstorian, and a great
great granddaughter of the gallant Col.
William Prescott. who commanded the
American forces at the battle of BunkerHill.
He has five children now living-four sons

and one daughter.

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SHIRT WAIST SUGGESTIONS FOR WARM WEATHER.
LATEST BATTING AVERAGES.

Fliek of the Phillien In the Premier,
With McGraw and Wagner Clone Up.
Although the local followers of base ball

have not had much to cheer them on the
present season It is the general supposition
that they like to keep "tab" on the play-
ers of the National League, especially as to
their batting and fielding. The latest fig-
ures published show that Elmer Flick of
the Phillies Is leading easily with an av-

erage of .408, and that McGraw and "Hans'
Wagner are second and third, respective-
ly. The other club leaders in the batting
line are Mertes, for Chicago; Davis, for
New York; Hamilton, for Boston; Beckley,
for Cincinnati, and Keeler, for Bropklyn.
All told there are twenty-seven batters In

the .300O class, distributed among the differ-
ent clubs as follows: Boston, 5; St. Louis.
4; Philadelphia, 4; Chicago. 3; New York,
3;. Cincinnati, 3; Brooklyn. 3, and Pitts-
burg, 2. In team batting Philadelphia leads
with an average of .2f, and Pittsburg
brings up the rear with .257. In team field-
Ing Brooklyn has the honor of being first
with a percentage of .952, while the New
Yorks are carrying the banner, being cred-
ited with .922.
The fielding leaders are Robinson of St.

Louts, catcher; Beckley, Cincinnati, first
base; Quinn, Cincinnati, second base; Irwin.
Cincinnati, third base; Dahlen, Brooklyn,
shortstop; Kelley. Brooklyn, left field; Hield-
rick, St. Louis, center field, and Green,
Chicago, right field. of the ex-Senators In
th~e big league Farrell is fifth and Mc-
Guire thirteenth among the catchers. Mc-
Gann stands third among the first base-
men. Slagle is sixth among the left fielders
and Freeman is sixth among the right field-
ers. Taylor of Chicago Is the best pitcher,
and Dineen. although doing good work, is
down In the fourteenth hole. Mercer and
Weyhing have not pitched enough games
to secure credit in the averages.
Six players have crossed the century mark

in base hits, Flick being on top with 115
to his credit, Wagner second with 110, fol-
lowed by Delehanty, Hamilton and Beck-
ley with 102. Jimmy Slagle is just over the
line with 101.

The reason given was that the
club had been slighted by the officials of
the national association, and as a result had
sent the following letter to Frederick R.
Fortmeyer, secretary of the National Asso-
ciation of Amateur Oarsmen:
"We were given to understand that a

double scull race was in the list of events,
and we were informed that the Wachusetts
double scull crew, E. H. Ten Eyck and C.
H. Lewis, would represent this country at
Paris. You can imagine our surprise when
we learned within a day or so that the
event had been dropped, and yesterday we
were notified that your committee had
placed our double shell on the steamer, and
that Mr. Ten Eyck could row with a mem-
ber of the Vesper Club as mate. The club
will not consent to any such arrangement.
It was our unanimous wish that Mr. Ten
Eyck decline to row at Paris, and he has
decided to comply with our wishes."
Mr. Fortmeyer, who attended the meeting

of the regatta committee of the Middle
States Association last night at the Marl-
borough Hotel, New York. said that no
such letter had yet reached him. When
shown the above dispatch he had nothing to
say for publication.

HUMBERTS ASSASSINATION

moMEn ADDMONAL DETAILS OF T"E
APPALLING TRAGEDY.

Career of the Murderer In This Conn-

try, Which He Left to Com-

mit the Crime.

Few additional details of the terrible
tragedy In which King Humbert lost his
life are available. It happened so quickly
and unexpectedly that the king was dead
almost before the spectators realized what
had occurred.
No special precautions had been taken.

Very few police were In attendance, and
only a small guard of soldiers was keep-
ing the way clear for the carriage. The
king, amid the cheers ot the crowd, came
out smiling, accompanied by his aid-de-
camp, Gen. Ponzio Baglia. He had enter-
ed the carriage and was just driving off
when the revolver shots were fired In quick
succession. Some witnesses assert that
Bressi was seen just previously waving his
hands and cheering. The first shot wounded
the king in the neck; the second, the fatal
one, pierced his heart, and the third broke
the arm of the already dying sovereign.

The Monareh's Last Words.
An eye-witness says that immediately

after the shots were fired the king fell
back, pressing his hand to his heart. He
was instantly supported by Gen. Ponzio
Baglia, who told the coachman to drive
with all sPeed to the castle. After his ex-

clamation. "It is nothing!" he did not utter
a sound. Blood gushed from his mouth.
As soon as his majesty's attendants could

realize what had happened he was placed
in his carriage and driven as rapidly as
possible to the palace. The royal carriage
covered the distance between the Gymnastic
Society club house, where the crime was
committed. and the royal villa at full speed.
requiring but three minutes. The king ex-

pired on the way, and, although placed on
a bed, was dead when the doctors arrived.

Attitude of the Assassin.
The crowd was stunned by the unexpect-

ed scene, but speedily a rush was made to-
ward the assassin. He did not attempt to

escape and was roughly treated until the
carabineers formed a cordon and secured
him from the fury of the people.
The assassin, on reaching the guard room

of the carabineers, was in a pitiable condi-
tion, his hands and arms being lacerated
and bloody and his clothes torn by the
angry crowd. Replying to questions. he
hissed through his clenched teeth: "Tell
them I came from America on purpose to

kill Humbert. I have only just arrived from
America, and know no one. I spent a day
at Bologna and then came on to Milan."
A search made at his home at Prato re-

sulted in the finding of several compromis-
ing letters from New York. One, signed by
a woman, was dated June 25. In this letter
the writer asks whether all is ready, and
expresses a hope that he will soon return.
Bressi had been absent from Prato for

six or seven years. His parents live there.
and he has a brother in an Italian infantry
regimEnt.
In reference to the finding of another re-

volver, it is asserted that Bressi had been
seen in company with a young man in the
park at Monza near where the king was in
the habit of riding.
After his arrest he appeared wakeful and

nervous until about sunrise yesterday, but
from that time he slept soundly until mid-
day.

The Queen and Her Dead.
When Queen Margherita arrived at the

villa it was still hoped that the king would
survive, and when the truth was broken to
her a heartrending scene ensued. Bursting
into tears, she exclaimed:
"it Is the greatest crime of the century.

Humbert was good and faithful. No person
could have loved his people more. He was

one who bore ill-will to none."
When the queen's mother arrived there

was another affecting scene.
The expression of the dead king's face

was tranqu!l, and even smiling. The corpse
was blessed immediately after death.
The room where the embalming is pro-

eeeding is filled with flowers. The queen
herself placed a wreath on the bier and
knelt and prayed beside the body, and in
spite of the entreaties of the princes and
princesses, she refused to quit the death
chamber, which is in charge of Count Jurri.
the late king's a!d-de-camp.
The Murderer's Life iN Paterson.
The rumor that Angelo Bressi. who was

arrested yesterday at Monza. Italy, for the
assassination of King Humbert. had hved in
Paterson, N. J.. caused quite a sensation in
the Italian quarter there yesterday.
During the afternoon, after a diligent

search among the Italians, it was learned
that a broad silk weaver named Angelo
Bressi. aged about thirty-two years. had
worked in the silk mills owned by Hamil &
Booth of that city up to May 7 last. He
lefc for Italy about that date, and nothing
has been heard of him since.
During his stay there, which was about

six months, he lived at Hotel Bartholdi, 25
Straight street. Those who knew him say
that he was of quiet temperament and an
inoffensive man. He said he had a wife
and a seven-year-old daughter. who lived
somewhere in Hoboken. and that he visited
them regularly every Sunday. Where they
lived or whether they accompanied him on
his return to Italy could not be ascer-
tained.
Evidently Took Sperandlo's Pice.
Bressi's close friend there was Carlbdni

Sperandio, the man who a few weeks ago
shot down his foreman and then killed him-
self, leaving behind a letter telling how he
had been selected by lot to kill King Hum-
bert, and, having a choice. owing to his liv-
ing so far away from Italy, killed the fore-
man instead.
A few months ago a man said to be

Count Moleteski. the head of the Italian an-
archists. was in Paterson, and during his
stay Sperandlo and Bressi were his com-
panions, and they showed him about the
city and introduced him to others in the
city, and who were his mentors there
It would seem that his friend, having fal-
tered at regicide, Bressi took up his burden
where Sperandlo refused it, and went across
the ocean to carry out the decree that King
Humbert should die.

Bressi'. Characteristies.
In manners Bressi was quiet. Men who

worked beside him In Hamil & Booth's mill
say he was the last one they would select
as an assassin. He went about his work
-quietly. He spoke little, and volunteered
nothing about himself. When there was a
shop call and the men went on one of their
numerous strikes, Bressi left his looms obe-
diently, but was never one of the first.
Each Saturday night he left the mill and
hurried away. He went to Hoboken, where
his wife and little girl ea said to live. He
never brought them to Paterson. He re-
mained away until Monday morning. He
roomed in the center of the ansarchist sec-
tion. His meals were taken at the Hotel
Bartholdi. The proprietor of the hotel says
he knows the man well. Bressi, according
to the proprietor, came into his place three
times a day for six days a week, He was
never there on Sundays,
Beyond bidding the time of day to the

proprietor and the weiter he spoke to no
one, He was tall and dark, and had stoop-
ing shoulders, To some it wee known that
his radical ideas were extreme, and that he
wes of the inner circle of the anarchists,
